26 Department of Education, Public School Finance, Total Program -- It is the intent of the General Assembly that no less than 95% of the moneys available to or
through the Colorado  preschool program shall be used for the provision of preschool services directly to children enrolled under the Colorado preschool program,
nor shall any moneys made available to or through the Colorado preschool program be committed, used, or diverted to any other program or use.

27 Department of Education, Public School Finance, Education of Exceptional Children -- It is the intent of the General Assembly that $2 million of this appropriation
be allocated by the Department to school districts to fund programs for gifted and talented students.

Department is requested to report annually to the Joint Budget Committee on any variance from this enrollment count.

SECTION 2.  Safety clause.   The general assembly hereby finds, determines, and declares that this act  is necessary for the immediate preservation
of the public peace, health, and safety.
